Ottawa, Jau, 22. — The proposed tariff 
of tho White Pass railway will b& con- 
sidered by Mr. Blair tomorrow. 

The tariff committee of the Canadian 
Manufacturers' association bud a fur- 
ther interview" with the ministers today.

Canada from noon until sundown on 
the 2-ith and Royal salutes were also 
tired. The Secretary of State told your 
correspondent tonight that January 22 
was accession day, and that properly the 
Hags should fly on that day in honor 
of King Edward.

A PIOUS FRAUD 



He Preacher", His Wife Sang and 
They Disappeared With Other 
People's Money. 



Vancouver, B. ('.. Jan. 22. — John La- 
berry recently carried on a large butcher 
business anil slaughter house lu re. He 
was a man id' engaging .manners, mid 
his pious life won him the respoel and 
trust uf those with whom he came in 
contact. His wife was also a very 
amiable woman, and hen musical gifts 
made her a welcome guest in many 
homes. Cue morning Mr, Lnberry was 
missing and the Sheriff took possession 
of his business. He is said to have 
absconded with $50,000. The banks were 
interested and he was hastily followed 
up.

She took no initiative in any 
suggestion tending to put pressure on the 
United States nor at any time encour- 
aged Spnin to resist. Her influence was 
always directed in the pour parlors of 
the press, to maintaining pence. 

St. Petersburg. Jan. 22. — The corre-

CANADA AND JAPAN. 

Mikado's Consul General Speaks on Trade 
Relations, 

The Montreal Witness lately hi*l un In- 
terview with Mr. Nosse, the' new Japanese 
consul-general, on trade topics. The follow- 
ing is a portion of his remarks and they 
couMtAh food for the reflection of Canadian 
manufactn rers. 

"Mr. Nosse Is no stranger In Canada. He 
was established in Vancouver for some time 
and traveled through the country, present- 
ing the trade situation as between two 
countries, with a view to profitable aug- 
mentation. He has addressed the Montreal 
and Toronto Hoards of Trade, and always 
produced a good Impression as an able man, 
wlio tb.oron.gaiy understood his subject. 

"Canada and Japan do not know each 
other as they might. It will he the busi- 
ness of Mr. Nosse to improve commercial 
relations under the fair trading law. Japan 
can take flour, meat, 'butter and cheese, ma- 
chinery, bicycles, lumber, etc.. while Can- 
ada might "receive from Japan tea, rice, 
silk, saltpetre, etc. There is a good market 
in Japan, which the Americans anil Ger- 
mans have utilized for all it was worth. 
Mr. Xosse today, at the Windsor hotel, said 
he would not like lo say an unkind word 
about Canadian merchants, but certainly 
there might with proflt, he a greater (lis 
play of enterprise on their part in regard to 
the' markets of the East.

Canada could do a very big 
business In the East, and this more espec- 
ially when China concedes tlie policy of the 
open door to the nations which desire It 
most— namely, England, the United States 
and Japan. China offers a tremendous 
market— or will offer It, before long— while 
much trade could he secured in Japan if 
the Canadian manufacturers would so 
their representatives to the spot. Insti 
of walling for orders to conic from Japan. 
He had done a little himself while In Van- 
couver to establish a tlsh trade with Japan, 
which had been profitable to all concerned. 
The regular canneries used the) "sockeye" 
and "cowe" salmon, which were all secur- 
ed, and neglected the dog and steel salmon, 
which were large and which preyed on the 
smaller (Ish. -Mr. Nosse conceived tlie idea 
of salting the larger salmon and sending 
them Into Japan—the whole tlsh, that Is 
uncut ami untouched. It came to pass that 
from the Japanese selling their catch, they 
began to buy from the whites these pur- 
tlcular brands, and today there was a large 
trade being done In this salted tlsh— a trade 
which last year amounted to 211.000 tons, 
which was worth about $150,000. This 
was only one feature. 

Canada also sent bicycles to Japan, nnd 
last season there were as many as 0.000 
cases! of bicycles sent to Japan from To 
ronto. Nearly every young man wanted 
to have a bicycle In Japan, even if he did 
not ride it, and even the ladies, though 
their dresses were perhaps not quite suit 
able for riding, had bicycle clubs. Hut till: 
trade was only a drop In the bucket. For 
Instance, Japan, China and Corea needed 
wood for the development of railway con- 
struction, a development which was pro- 
ceeding at a rapid pace in Japan, and which 
would lie realized In tlle other countries 
named. Japan had not enough wood of 
her own. and was conserving what she 
possessed; China and Corea were barren; 
and from Siberia little could lie obtained. 
Here was a great Held for Canada. Hut 
tlle opportunity- must not he neglected. 
Germany and the United States were on 
the alert, and already had made great In- 
roads on the Eastern market,"

None 
but a small minded man could bo in- 
fluenced by such a proposal, and he 
knew the electors of Melchosin too well 
to suppose for a moment' that, they could 
be induced to swerve from their princi- 
ples by so petty a consideration. (Ap- 
plause.) 

Col. Prior concluded by urging the 
electors to show their independence ami 
their repudiation of such a slur on their 
honesty by giving ..Mr. Barnard a bigger 
majority than they had ever given him. 
'Applause. i 

Mr. Barnard was received with pro- 
longed applause on rising to address the 
meeting. He thanked those present for 
their atteiiiiance and Col. Prior and the 
chairman for their kindly expressions, 
lie had served as member lor Cariboo 
for six years. In his first election he 
had been returned bv a majority of 22. 
and at his second election his majority 
was increased, although on the third oc- 
casion he had lo light against the odds 
of being a non-resident and being pitted 
against ti'e sli gcsl candidate the Lib- 
erals could produce. (Applause. I 

They had heard 00*1. Prior's explana- 
tions and he had no doubt they would 
accept them in preference to anything 
which Mr. Rilev had said. (Applause.) 
Mr. Ililey had said at Cedar Hill that 
he would rather saw wood than address 
a meeting. AVas that the kind of a mini 
they wished to have as a representative'.' 
Mr. Hiley's idea of represent ing a con- 
stituency, according to his own confes- 
sion, was to "'say nothing and saw 
wood." or, in other words, to grind axes 
for his own particular circle of politi- 
cal friends. 

Referring lo the infamously unfair 
treatin.ont meted out to British Colum- 
bia by* the Liberal government, Mr. Bar- 
nurd pointed out the very complete way 
in which the ease of the province had 
'been stated at Ottawa by members of 
the provincial government. Even if the 
Liberals were not prepared to carry out 
their ante-election pledges they might at 
least ifinil some means of reducing tho 
taxation of British Columbia, which 
now amounted to $17. 50 per bead, in 
comparison with about $5 paid by the 
other provinces. It was necessary to 
bring the government to task in this 
particular if the province ever hoped 
for fair treatment, and to do so they 
must elect men of force who were capa- 
ble of criticizing the government, not 
people like Mr. Riley, who would rather 
saw wood than speak. (Applause.) 'He 
pointed out how tjie Liberals had in- 
creased the sessional indemnity to mem- 
bers, from $1,000 to $1,500, and how 
the money \yrcsted from the people of 
British 'Columbia was being spent on 
public works and improvements in the 
Eastern provinces. The only railway 
subsidized in British Columbia during 
three years past was one carrying the 
trade of Kootenny into the United 
States, to which they had given $!Xi,- 
0110. Tlie Crow's Nest Pass railway had 
been granted a bonus, hut it did not 
benefit the Coast cities. On the other 
hand, the Conservative government had 
voted $.-,00,000 to British Columbia rail- 
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Mr. Ri'ley asked the electors i 
him because he had the patronage at Ot 
tawa, and if people wanted anything 
from t'ne government I hey must get it 
through him. Were British Columbians 
mean and small-minded enough to be in- 
fluenced by such an argument V i Ap- 
plause.) 

Taking up the question of fish traps, 
Mr. Helmcken pointed out that the Lib- 
eral government had opposed all appeals 
to vary the regulations so as lo permit 
of traps along the shores of Vancouver 
Island. Sir Louis Davies had set his 
fan' against the proposal as well as 
against lish hatcheries and that in the 
face of the fact that, every practical 
fishery man in the province believed that 
by the establishment of tish trai*! alone 
would the canneries of .British Columbia 
have a chance to compete with those 
of the United States. Mr. Barnard 
would Ibe just the man to advocate this 
reform at Ottawa, he understood tlle 
needs of the people and could declare 
them and tight for them on the floor of 
the House, while Mr. Riley 'believed in 
going down there to keep his mouth shut, 
except when .he opened it to vote unques- 
tioningly for anything which the gov- 
ernment might propose. (Applause.) 

Tho Liberals had nev/r carried out 
their pre-election promises anil they 
were asking tip. electors to send down 
another man to endorse their want of 
principle. He Imped Mctehosin would 
give Mr. Barnard a rousing majority on 
Tuesday next. (Applause.) 

'Mr. Wiggs. of Kangaroo district, call- 
ed attention to a matter which seemed 
to have- escaped the notice of the speak- 
ers. That was the grievances of tlie 
settlers at San Juan. Several farmers 
hail gone into that district, he among 
the number, and they had urged the gov- 
ernment to remove the log jam from 
the river which prevented them from 
having access to theiv lands. Their ap- 
peals had been made to deaf ears, and 
in consequence the settlers after years 
of struggle and hardship had been oblig- 
ed to leave— many of them had left the 
province— and $2,000 would have done 
all they asked. • 'Hie consequence of this 
neglect was that Canada had lost nearly 
50 families and $100,000 worth of work- 
done iby those settlers had been wasted. 
IHe characterized the argument of the 
iLiberal candidate and his friends, that 
they must vote for him if they expected 
fair treatment from the governments 
as tyrannical and cruel, unworthy or the 
principles or true Liberalism of which' 
ho had been a life long advocate. (Ap- 
plause.) 

'Miss Lowen sang "Ben Bolt," charm- 
ingly, and was heartily applauded, 

Mr. Ronald Stewart, of Hatley park, 
Kocondod by Mr. Brakes, of Happy Val- 
ley, moved a resolution pledging the 
voters present to support.

Tills is well pointed out by our esteemed 
contemporary, The Commorient, which com- 
ments editorially as follows: "President 
P. W. Ellis, or ibe Canadian Manufac- 
turers' Association, has figured out that 
one person Is employed for every $1,280 
worth of goods produced, and that each 
person so employed supports four persons. 
On this basis. If our people would purchase 
home produced goods lo the value of Bay 
$50,000,000, instead of that amount of Im- 
ported wares, wo would have work at home 
for about 40,000 additional persons, repre- 
senting an. industrial population of 150,000 
people, or equal to the population of one 
of our large cities. This Increased popula- 
tion would consume the entire production 
of hundreds of our largest farms, besides 
In turn making more work and business for 
other Industrial anil' mercantile Interests."

News was brought by the steamer 
Moana yesterday that the uow famous 
cuuoo yacht Tilikurn which .sailed from 
Victoria on May 21 with two adven- 
turous Victorians, Capt. J. C. Voss and 
N. K. Luxton 011 board, and arrived at 
•Sydney via Samoa and other islands, 
was to resume her voyage from the Aus- 
tralian port on January 1 1*. 
The Sydney Morning Herald of Do- 
niber US says in regard to the trip: 
"The Indian canoe Tilikurn, which 
some six or eight weeks ago reached 
Sydney on a cruise round the world, 
under the command of Captain Voss, has 
received au addition to her crew 111 the 
person of Mr. Peter B. Drmnmond (soe- 
retnry or the Sydney Canoe club). It 
is the_ intention of Mr. Drummond to 
remain with Captain Voss and his small 
\essol during the remainder of lus re- 
marknble voyage round the world, of 
which 9,400 miles have nlremlv been 
covered iu reaching this port. It will 
lie within the recollection of renders of 
the Herald that the original crew cou- 
sisied of Mr, Luxton and Captain Voss, 
thnKe two navigating the canoe as fnr 
as Fiji, whence Mr. Luxton journeyed to 
Sydney by steamer. In Fiji Captain 
\ oss semi-, d the services of another 
"hand, but unfortunately lost his com- 
panion before reaching Syduev, and .was 
thus compelled lo navigate the miniature 
vessel to this port single-handed. For 
the few past weeks the Tilikurn 
been lying at Manly "on view." and ill.- 
Ibont has attracted considerable atten- 
tion. It is held that she is bhe smallest

BEJLATED STEAMERS. 

.The Wllhelmina Takes 14 Days to Itciich 
Townsend from Mojl. 

The German steamer Folminla, bringing 
II cargo of sugar, from Sourabaya for the 
B. C. Refinery, has been expected for some 
days past. She left Mojl after coaling at 
tlie Japanese port, on January 1st, and !s 
23 days out today. The steamer Wllhel- 
mina, a sister steamer of the Folminla. 
arrived at Port Townsend yesterday, after 
« voyage of -11 days from Mojl. She was 
so long overdue, that the reinsurance 
gamblers were specula ting on her chances 
of arriving. 

A despatch from the Co'onist correspond- 
ent at Seattle reiys the Wllhelmina, which 
arrived at Port Townsend yesterday after 
a long voyage from Mojl, was delayed by 
leaky boilers. Soon after leaving port her 
boilers began to leak so badly that It was 
impossible to get steam enough to make 
more than three to four knots per hour. In 
this partially disabled condition, she en- 
countered Head winds, which were so se- 
ven- that on some days she made no head- 
way, and at times was blown a long dis- 
tance from her course.

WAS IT A MISTAKE? 



- THAT INDICTMENT, 

Mr. Barnard in his speech at the Vic- 
toria Theatre spoke of the Memorial laid 
before the Dominion government by Mr. 
Dtinstnuir as "an indictment." Of course 
it was not intended as such. It is only 
an indictment because it recites facts 
which make out u very grave ease 
against that government. It is no answer 
lo the argument based on that Memorial 
to say that the Conservatives are to 
some extent guilty of neglect of the in- 
terests of tho province. As Mr. Barnard 
pointed out, during u large part of the 
Conservative regime the Canadian Pa- 
cific railway was in course -of construc- 
tion and was making great demands for 
inouoy upon the federal treasury, a large 
part of the money being expended in this 
province. It is quite true I hat it is not 
proper to charge against .this province 
the whole cost of that portion of the 
railway lying within it, as is commonly 
done, but while the large outlays were 
being made here, the government could 
not reasonably ask parliament for many 
additional and extraordinary expendi- 
tures in this province, the population of 
which was small in numbers and widely 
scattered. British Columbia had not 
then been proved. The peoplo of the 
Dominion were taking it upon trust that 
this province was such a valuable addi- 
tion id the Dominion that it was worth 
the building of the Canadian Pacific to 
secure it a s a factor in the Union. The 
strongest and most far-seeing public 
men have to wait until ••the psychological 
moment," before they a.-k the people of 
a country to sanction great expenditures 
in a new direction, especially when 
I hey have already sanctioned such in 
the same direction, and the people have 
not yet .begun to feel the result in any 
lllill-kcd degree. That the Liberals of 
British Columbia did not claim in 18911 
that they had any grievance against the 
Conservative government because more 
had not been dune to develop the prov- 
ince shows that they believed all had 
Ibeen done which up to that time could be 
reasonably asked. Hut since lSDti Brit- 
ish Columbia has "found herself," to 
use ,\i r . ( 'hamberlain's expression in re- 
gard to the British Empire. We know 
now what suit of a country we have, 
and the rest of Canada has learned it 
likewise. The immense importance to 
the whole country of tlic proper develop- 
ment of the province is shown by the 
exceptionally large per capita contribu- 
tion of this province to the federal rev- 
enue, which Sir Wilfrid Laurier says 
proves how well off the people of British 
Columbia are. Surely j t is desirable in 
the interests of Canada to build up a 
province which will bo occupied by a 
•'well-off" people. The greatness of Brit- 
ish Columbia is recognized till over the 
world except in the Privy Council cham- 
■ber at Ottawa. At least we assume it 
is not recognized there, because nothing 
is ever given out from that, chninther to 
show that it is. 

The (Memorial presented by (Mr. Duns- 
intiir was conceived in the most friendly 
npiril ami presented by him without a 
<lcsiiv to create the smallest feeling of 
hostility against the Liberal administra- 
tion. It has become an itidictuient, be- 
cause it. lias been disregarded. If Sir 
Wilfrid Laurii r had shown the slightest 
intention of giving Mr, Dunsinuir any- 
thing more than a polite hearing, if 
he had exhibited the least inclination 
to invite his colleagues to favorably con- 
sider the case of the province, if he had 
intimated that he would ask Parliament 
to grant the province some slight mea- 
sure of relief, the 'Memorial, instead of 
being an Indictment, would have been 
a 'bulwark to the Liberal ministry and 
the strongest argument which tho sup- 
porters of Mr. Riley could have used. 
That it is an indictment, and not a 
source of strength, is the fault of the 
Ottawa ministry.

The expenditure in this province for 
public' works, mail subsidies, and gener- 
ally is fur smaller comparatively than in 
the Eastern provinces, in which grants 
arc mado from the federal exchequer 
to establish services which private en- 
terprise or the local legislature must

The gentlemen who go upon the public 
platform on behalf of (Mr. Kilcy have 
no authority from Ottawa to make any 
promises in regard to these grave mat- 
ters.

.Memorial Asking For Establishment of 
Canadian .Naval Reserve. Adopted. 

The executive committee of the lii-i - - 
ish Columbia 'branch of the Navy [League 
held a special meeting yesterday afte'-- 
iioon. It was observed that the meet- 
ing commemorated the anniversary of 
the death of Queen Victoria during 
whose long reign the British Nation hud 
been blessed with special immunity from 
naval war. 

The memorial to the (Jovernor-Gen- 
oral-in-Coiineil, praying for legislatlul to 
enable the establishment and niniMVn- 
ance of a Royal Naval Reserve in (Jtiii- 
ada. as drafted at last meeting, was 
ndopted, and the secretary was ut> trust- 
ed to forward it to Ottawa as eully as 
convenient. 

The Imperial act entitled the Colonial 
Defence act, lStiTi, wits then read, which 
makes ii lawful for any of the colonies, 
by its proper legislative authorities, and 
with the approval of His Majesty-in- 
C'ouncil from time to time, to make pro- 
vision for effecting ai the expense of 
the colony, all or any measure, for the 
naval defence of such colony. 

In response to the request of the Pre- 
mier of Canada, on the occasion of tho 
league's interview with him during the 
iRoynl visit to this city, it was resolved 
to send him a summary, which had been 
drafted, as to what Australia. New 
Zealand. Cape Colony, Natal, British In- 
dia, Newfoundland, and a number of 
our other smaller dependencies contri- 
bute to the naval defence of the Empire. 

It was observed with much satisfac- 
tion, that Cape Colony, although in trou- 
ble by reason of the South African war, 
has recently contributed unconditionally 
to the British government, the handsome 
sum of $.1 Til 1,04 Ml per annum, for the con- 
struction of a first class battleship, and 
il was gratifying to learn that this bat- 
lleship was recently launched, to be 
known as II. M. S. Good Hope. 

Tin' Docking committee submitted a 
report on the uuestion of docking facili- 
ties for His (Majesty's vessels on this 
station, etc.. which was received and 
laid on Ihe table for further considera- 
tion. 

A report was received that the ques- 
tion of desertion from the active sen-ice 
of His Majesty's navy on this station, 
was in the hands of the provincial gov- 
ernment, and il is hoped that the scheme 
will eventually materialize. 

CANADIAN LIVE STOCK. 

Trade Between the Various Provinces 
Has Been Growing Rapidly. 

P. W. Hodson, Dominion Live Stock 
Commissioner; snys: 

"Trade in live stock between Eastern 
and Western Canada has been growing 
rapidly within the last few years. This 
increase of trade has been promoted', 
and in fact made possible, by the wise 
and generous treatment of the C. P. R. 
During Cue month of .December and the 
first eight days in January, 4C> cars of 
grade and pure-bred cattle were shipped 
from iBiisteru Canada to British Cohim- 
bia. These cars contained 2,223 head, 
ami cost in the 'East something over 
$30,000. 'Besides these, a considerable 
number have recently been sent' to the 
North West Territories, and orders are 
now in band for additional shipments 
to be made to ihe last-nieutioiied Terri- 
tory. In order to promote this trade, 
which has proved very profitable in 
many districts in Eastern Canada, farm- 
ers should use first class iShorthorn bulls. 
By careful selection ami wise treatment 
females sired 1>.v such bulls -will prove 
excellent dairy cows. 

"It is a noticeable fact that seven- 
tenthfi of the stock used for dairy pur- 
poses in Great Britain are 'Shorthorns 
and Shorthorn grades. Probably the 
most suitable dairy cow for the average 
farmer is a Shorthorn-Ayrshire cross. 
'Steers whose dams are strong grade 
Ayrshire cows if got by a Shorthorn 
bull prove excellent feeders nnd very de- 
sirable shipping cattle. As dairy ani- 
mals there are none, in the hands of the 
general farmer, that will excel the 
Shorthorn-Ayrshire cross."

Steamer Moana 
Brings No News 



Australian Liner Saw Nothing 
of Condor on Voyage From 
Honolulu. 



Those Aboard Did Not Even 
Know the Warship Was 
fvilsslng. 



Tho steamer Moana arrived yeeterday 
from Honolulu, Brisbane and -Sydney. 
She brought no news of the Condor. 
The .Moana left Honolulu on the same 
day as the steamer Alameda, which ar- 
rived at San Francisco on Tuesday, and 
her ofllcera heard nothing of tho long 
overdue warship, in fact, they did not 
know that she was. missing and causing 
such anxiety until the pilot went on 
hoard yesterday, for no report was given 
them at Honolulu. II. M. S. (Phaeton is 
due at Astoria for orders and dipt. Fleet 
will hi- advised by telegram that the in- 
coming liners have brought no message 
of the missing Condor. The Phaeton will 
then, in all probability, set sail fur the 
south, to cruise for live or six weeks Uf 
no news be learned before then I in search 
of the Condor, The Egerin is awaiting 
orders tit Essuimalt and when the news 
is given to the Lords of the Admiralty 
in London today that the Condor was 
still unheard of at Honolulu on January 
15, she will likely receive orders to 
set sail to assist iu the search. 

While the lack of news from the Con- 
dor causes much alarm, and there aro 
fears that she .must have met disaster iu 
that heavy gale of December "> and -1. 
there is hope for her. The storms may 
have ribboned her scanty canvas, and 
without coal and canvas, she may .be 
drifting about the wide expanse, where 
contrary currents and ever changing 
winds, may voyage her about for many 
weeks, before eventually, she sights a 
vessel which will report her or give 
assistance. Many .ships, and steamers 
have been in similar circumstances, and 
the knowledge of these circumstances 
tends to give hope. Time alone will tell, 
for at present, nothing is known beyond 
the tact that the Condor with 140 souls 
on board, set sail from Esqnimnlt on 
the morning of December 2, and after 
practising with her guns in the Royal 
Roads during the afternoon, passed out 
to sea towards evening, shortly prior to 
tile Mntteawan. which foundered during 
the storm, and later than the Warspite. 
which passed through the storm safely.

Aid. J. S. Yutes was voted to the 
chair at the meeting held last evening 
in the interest of the Liberal candidate 
at the Boieskin road school house. 

Tho chairman in his introductory re- 
marks besought a fair hearing for till 
the speakers. 

Mr. David Stevens had many reasons 
why the next representative of the con- 
stituency In the Commons should be a 
Liberal. One of the great achievements 
of the Conservative government was 
alleged to be the construction of the Can- 
adian Pacific railway. But the coun- 
try' had .suffered through the lack of fore- 
sight on the part of the then govern- 
ment in not prohibiting Mongolians from 
working on the railway . The Conser- 
vatives had not accomplished anything 
during their eighteen years of misrule. 
Mr. Stevens could not find anything for 
which to credit the Conservatives. He 
then proceeded to show the Liberal ex- 
pendidature which the Laurier admin- 
istration had showered upon British Co- 
lumbia. He began to particularize the 
lights and buoys recently provided, but 
'Mr. Owens reminded tho speaker that 
there had never been so many marine 
mishaps during the Conservative rule as 
during that of the Liberals. The elec- 
tors here began plying Mr. Stevens with 
so many questions respecting the accur- 
acy of his statements that the chairman 
had to come in the rescue and interpose 
his authority. Tho speaker claimed 
that the Liberals had reduced the tariff 
from live to ten per cent, on agricul- 
tural tools and impjomonts. The Lib- 
erals had also givtnli preferential tariff 
to the country that had done more for 
Camilla than any other country in the 
wcrld. Under the Liberal administra- 
tion tic importer of manufactured goods 
from Croat Britain has the advantage 
of a redu-tioh of ",.". 1-:. per cent. Can- 
ada rested under a great load of grati- 
tude to tho Mother Country and the 
colony could never liquidate its debt for 
the measure of protection and fostering 
care received. Sir Charles Hih- 
herl Tapper had made the most 
magnificent oration he had ever 
had the pleasure to listen to. 
It was a brilliant effort. However, he 
must be allowed to refute Sir Charles' 
statement as to the failure of the Lib- 
eral party to contribute one cent towards 
the maintenance of the troops. 

Mr, (Iwens again interrupted wi'h 
some pertinent questions concerning the 
apathy of Sir Wilfrid I.aurier in profer- 
ing aid to Great Britain in the early 
stages of the war until forced to do so 
hy the force of public opinion. 

Mr. Stevens then proceeded to another 
topic, taking up the shameful way it) 
which the Laurier government had 
failed to deal with trap fishing, allow- 
ing the Americans to exploit one of our 
richest resources to the groat detriment 
of the province, Mr. Barnard was ask- 
ing for support on the ground that he 
might he sent to Ottawa to augment 
the 'lighting strength against the govern- 
ment. The speaker elaborated the 
hackneyed line of argument that it was 
useless to send an opponent of the pres- 
ent government. He concluded by, es- 
saying the role of a prophet in predict- 
ing that on next Tuesday Victoria would 
return its tirst Liberal representative. 

Senator Tcinpleman was present at 
the theatre on the preceding evening, 
having listened to the Conservative 
speakers, he felt that he could not al- 
low the campaign to pass without giv- 
ing an expression of opinion on the is- 
sues. The argument. of this particular 
contest ranged almost exclusively around 
the question of what the respective' par- 
ties had done for British Columbia. Sir 
Charles Hihl.ert's address was. in some 
ways, a fine effort, but the people ex- 
pected something better than more fault- 
finding. The enunciation of a 'leader of 
a party should be framed on a higher 
plane.

pointing a liaeteriologisl to assist Dr.

He was forced to confess, though, 
that the Dominion had failed to assist 
the province adequately. The province 
could not go into railway building with- 
out impoverishing the provincial ex- 
chequer. Mr. Bnrnard was in the same 
position as he (Senator Templeman) 
had been in when he made his first run 
for the Commons, and that was that 
Mr. Barnard did not know whht he was 
speaking about. The Senator wanted a 
supporter in the House of Commons 
from Victoria. 

Mr. Gordon Hunter, K, C, considered 
that it was not left to him to demon- 
strate that the .country had the strong- 
est federal ministry in its history. Such 
a conclusion was patent to all who had 
given any attention to recent trade re- 
turns. The Conservatives were rally- 
lug around a mere name, a gentleman 
who had never been here. It was not 
necessary to strengthen the forces be- 
hind Sir Wilfrid in order that he might 
remain in power for the next ten. years. 
Mr. George .Riley had assumed the en- 
tire burden of opening this constituency. 
iHo criticized the cavalier and jaunty 
demeanor of Col. Prior during the con- 
sideration o;' the preliminary matters in 
connection with the contested election 
iria:. Afterwards, though, his attitude 



changed. The speaker claimed that 
Col. Prior had given a distorted version 
of the interviews and arrangements en- 
suing before his unseating.

WEEKLY WEATHER SYNOPSIS. 

Victoria Meter.rologic.il Office, January loth 
to 22nd, 1002. 
The week opened on the 15th, with high 
ban. metric pressure over the southern por- 
tion of tho province and the North Paclflc 
Stntes, the centre of this area being over 
the American plateau and mountain regions 
the weather in general being clear and cold. 
• in Thursday, 10th, the pressure had fallen 
on the coast, and a very considerable de- 



pression from the ocean pissed over the 
province and crossing the Heckles, centered 
ut Qu 'Appelle. The passage of this storm 
urea caused cloudy and unsettled weather 
over the Pacific filope with light rain red 
lu tho upper province light snow. On Frl- 
day the pressure had again Increased over 
the North rnclfie States, the barometer 
being highest In Western California, cloudy 
weather, continued with moderate rainfall 
west of the Cascades, and snow m Cariboo, 
Eastern Oregon and Montana. By night- 
fall a storm area of some energy developed 
on the Vancouver Island coast, causing 
rainfall along the districts of the Straits 
and Sound. On Saturday, the 18th, the 
high area had moved Inland from the Cali- 
fornia coast and become central In Utah 
and Nevada, while to the northward the 
storm area had passed through I'.rltlsh Col- 
umbia Into the Northwest Territories. On 
Sunday the pressure continued low In the 
province and Northwest, and moderately 
heavy rain fell In the Pacific States vest 
of the ranges, with light snow on the higher 
levels. Monday. 20th. the pressure had 
again risen over British Columbia, the high 
aren nt the same time covering 'lie Pacific 
States and extending Its "traits to the 
Northwest. On Tuesday these conditions 
remained unchanged over the region west 
of the Rockies, but n marked decrease of 
pressure occurred In the Northwest, a de- 
pression of much energy centering at Prince 
Albert. The precipitation for the week 
rhroughout the province hns been unusually 
light and the temperatures especially near 
the coast have been very mild for tho sea- 
son of the year. 

At Victoria. hours and -12 minutes nf 
bright sunshine were registered: the high- 
est temperature. -10.7. was on the 21st, and 
the lowest, 34.0, on the same day: rain. .21 
Inch.

News from Dawson, dated January 5), 
states that Hold Commissioner Senkler 
has rendered the iniportaut decision that 
what has been known as Stowe creek is 
not such, but simply the upper part of 
Conglomerate creek, and as a result 12 
junipers are entitled to claims. 

The mining laws allow every miner 
to stake one claim on each stream or 
tributary in the country. Some of the 
early stakers on Conglomerate called 
Stowe a tributary of Conglomerate — or, 
ill other words, divided the stream into 
two. Others coining later contended there 
was only one stream, and therefore 
jumped tha second claims staked by the 
first men. 

The court has now sustained the 
jumpers. The decision was rendered in 
the trial case of Dan Steere against 
Carl hands. Lands had staked first 
No. on what was called Stowe, anil 
later No. '-■> on Conglomerate. 

Conglomerate is one of the new 
streams in the Indian river district and 
a tributary of Montana. It is. perhaps, 
the most promising stream iu the Mon- 
tana basin, am! is being developed by a 
number of miners this winter. Jt came 
into prominence only a few months ago. 

The decision as to Stowe not being a 
tributary was given by the commission- 
er on the strength of evidence put in by 
the government inspector, Mr. lteuli- 
dot to, a disinterested party. 

A letter received by Truth.- Manager 
■ I. Krnncis 1 of the While Pass rail- 
way, from 1-'. I!. Carpenter, who is op- 
ei.uing in the I'.ig Salmon district, 
slates; 

"There are aboir a hnn Ired men work- 
ing in tli.' districl an.l about lifty of them 
are miners, all working al prospecting 
liie hillsides and benches.

They believe it is about 50 leer to 
bedrock. The tunnels" .in Summit creek 
are equally as good and Lake creek is 
turning out far better than was expect- 
ed. Six men are working on the rim 
and taking out .fL',") to the man.

There ore 
eight men at work, all making good 
money. 

"May cnek is a new discovery, but 
the work done so far shows up well, four 
men working with rockers and making 
■SI.", to $20 per day. They are also run- 
ning a tunnel. There is no one working 
on Cotton Eva this winter, but it show- 
ed up well last fall. There is no work 
being done on Silva at present, hut there 
will be. Two hydraulics go iu early in 
the spring. 

''Good prospects were found on Fish 
creek last fall, ten miles from the mouth. 
It was late, however, and no work was

E. C. Hawkins, who has jusl returned 
to Seattle from Ottawa, where he went 
to secure for the Klondike Mines Kail- 
way company the control of the old 
O'Brien charter for a railway from 
Dawson to the Stewart river, in an in- 
terview in the Seattle Post-Intelligencer, 
states that work on the lirst section of 
the roajl will begin immediately. The 
| first 12 miles, to the junction of Bon- 
anza an.l the Eldorado creeks, will be 
lpleted by July, and it L the inten- 
tion to build to Indian river during the 
preseut season, a distance of 1-1 miles. 

The road is financed by Dawson and 
Chicago capital, by then who have in- 
terests in the Klondike. The company 
is capitalized for the construction of the 
first 12 miles at $1,000,000. When this 
much of the road is completed the com- 
pany will be recognized as a Dawson 
corporation at a much larger capitaliza- 
tion. The purpose is primarily to fur- 
nish easy access to the mines of the 
Klondike district. The road will tap 
practically (-very one of the creeks. It 
will bo a means of carrying machinery, 
fuel an.l supplies of all kinds, and, it is 
claimed, will make the working of low- 
grade gravel and quartz profitable. It 
is the intention to run three trains a 
day. As a result it will he possible for 
men to live in Dawson and work on 
claims some distance from the city, go- 
ing to work in the morning and return- 
ing each evening.

The contractor for the high school 
building addressed the board in the mat- 
ter of the heating of the building, and 
pointed out that to undertake the work 
of installing the plant would interfere 
with his work ami objecting to any such 
action unless he was allowed the cus- 
tomary K) per cent, for alterations. 

Trustee Jay explained that separate 
contracts had been let for the building, 
and for the heating and ventilating. .Mr. 
Catterall very rightly maintained that 
any other contractor coining into the 
building at this time would more or less 
interfere with his contract and if had 
been proposed to allow something to 
tho complainaat who was entitled to 
redress. The matter was referred to the 
iBuilding and Grounds committee for a 
report. ' 

The secretary of the Trades and Labor 
council enclosed a resolution passed at 
a meeting of the council condemning the 
presence of Chinese children in attend- 
a nee a t. t hi' public schools. 

Trustee -lay stated that, much as (In- 
board might regret the matter complain- 
ed of, the question was entirely beyond 
tin- power of the board to interfere. Tin- 
writer will be so informed. 

II. M. Crahame asked for a. share of 
the insurance patronage of the board.

This was accordingly rescinded. 

Trust.-.- llrury offered the following 
resolui ion : 

Thai In conjunction with the publication 
of tlie arbitrators' report on the High 
School plans, the minute of proceedings 
awarding the contract on the design chosen 

In the lirst Instill and also the motion 

providing for the enlarged plan of the 
building as being now creeled, be likewise 
published for the Information of the pub- 
lic.

This was adopted, 
and the board adjourned.
